Thirty years ago such a mild 
winter as has just been experienced 
by this section of the country would 
have spelled disaster to many lines 
of endeavor.

There are today some 2,500,000 
miles of rural roads in the United 
States. Of this amount perhaps 13 
per cent could be classified as im- 
proved, while only about one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent can be said to be 
suitable for the carirage of heavy- 
duty motor trucks. And in the face 
of this condition it can be said with- 
out chance of contradiction that the 
future developement of the United 
States rests upon the road, asserts 
Roy D. Chaplin, former chairman 
Highways 
Transport 
Committee, 


Council of National Defense. 


The past few years have witnessed 


a tremendous turn over in transpor- 
tation from the railway to the high- 
way. The congestion which prevailed 
during the war made necessary the 
commercial utilization of the high- 
way to an extent thought impossible 
a few years ago. The motor truck 
little known before the war, sprang 
into prominence as a commercially 
practical form of transportation, and 
while the fighting has ceased, the 
need for the motor truck remains 
with us, more insistent than ever be- 
fore. Within certain limitations the 
freight car of the highway is more 
efficient that the rail carrier, and be- 
cause it is, it may be taken as a per- 
manent form of transportation and 
one destined 
to have a 
large in- 
fluence on the movements of trade 
in the future. 


The hour had struck when the 
fast moving, efficient motor vehicle 
of commerce must replace the horse 
and the 
costly terminal 
charges 
which prevail upon the short-haul 
branches of the rail lines. Already 
the motor truck has become a "feed- 
er" to the railroad, shortly it is des- 
tined to add enormously to profit- 
able long hauls, 
while entirely or 
very nearly sa eliminating the un- 
profitable spurs. Railroad men, gen_ 
erally, recognize this new movement 
and welcome it. Street railway men, 
not so keenly alert to its possibilities 
as a feeder to their lines, have yet 
to take the fullest advantage of the 
opportunities which it presents. 


But back of the motor truck reit» 
the road. fWhile the highway as such 
is, of little inte'retst -to those outside, 
of the engineering field, as p, meant 
for transportation it becomes of vital 
importance to every citizen of the 
United States, whether he he in a

•Broadly speaking, three subjects 
are brought up for discussion, viz., 
a radical increase in the Federal aid 
act appropriation which will make 
possible road building upon a com- 
prehensive scale, the creation of a 
highway commission, and provision 
tor a national highways system to be 
built and forever maintained at the 
nation's expense. 


Of the first point it is not neces- 
sary to say much. The need is so 
generally recognized, its economic 
advantages are BO great, ae to be. 
generally appreciated. 
The matter of a national highway- 
commission is riot, however, so gen- 
erally understood and it should be 
carefully studied, since after all, the 


commission is of really greater im- 
portance at the moment than the .ap- 
propriation, essential as that is.

Arbor Day Good 
Time to Pay 
Tribute to Men 


•Such an observance of Arbor day 


as will secure a widespread planting 
of trees dedicated to those whose 
lives have been sarificed in the great 
struggle to preserve American rights 
and the civilization of the world" is 
advocated by the secretary of agri- 
culture, David F. Houston, in a let- 
ter just sent to the governors of the 
States. 


The seretary's letter follows: 
''The observance of Arbor day be- 


gan soon after the Civil war. A dis- 
tinguished citizen of Nebraska, who 
later became secretary of agriculture 
was the prime mover in securing its 
recognition within his sta'te, where it 
first took root; and the bo'ard of 
agriculture of that state, on his mo- 
tion, designated the first Arbor day. 
From 
the beginning 
it has had a 


civic motive and an association of 
patriotism. 


"Another 
and greater war 
has 


come to its inevitable qondlU'Sion. 
The cause of righteousness of liberty 
of all that Americans hold dear has 
prevailed. We shall seek many ways 
to perpetrate the memory of those 
who made the great saicrince. The 
memorials wdll take many forms. 
The names of those who have fallen 
will be perpetuated by costly monu- 
ments and. inscribed on enduring tab- 
elts. Great 
works that serve 
the 


needs of peace also will doubtless be 
dedicated to them. 


"But along with these memorials, 


we can easily discover wiays in which 
we may simply and 
spontaneously 


pay our trilbute to them. We can keep 
fresh our 
memory of what 
they 


guve; and we can perpetuate their 
names in familiar places. It bias been 
happily suggested that we may do 
this by adorning with young trees, 
each named for a fallen soldier, our 
waysides, our yards, and our pleas- 
ure places. And in most of our states 
Arbor day is at hand. This year we 
may give to 'that day a meaning more 
profound, a purpose more exalted, 
yet •also an association more person- 
al. 


"I conceive thiat, if the origin of 


the day be borne in mind, the invita- 
tion to our fello-w citizens to join in 
making it a day especially set apart 
and 
consecrated for tree planting, 


may appropriately 
come from 
this 


department. I take the liberty, there- 
fore, of suggesting that you com- 
mend to the citizens of your state, 
and particularly to -those.in attend- 
ance upon its schools, such an, ob- 
servance of Arhor day as will se- 
cure a widespread planting of trees, 
dedicated to those whose lives have 
been sarificed in the great struggle 
o preserve Amerian rights and the 
ivilization of the world."

"On February 15 a representative 


(group of members of the National 
Guard and National Army, then over- 
seas, held a preliminary meeting in
